DUBLIN. Nov. S.—Timothy Healy, Ittc- 


Carthyite member of the house of com- 
mons for the northern division of the 
County of Longford, has been publicly 
horsewhipped in the streets of Dublin by 
Mr. McDermott, the nephew of the lute 
Charles Stewart Parnell. It has been in 
tha air that Mr. Healy would, by some 
one and some how, be called to a prompt 
reckoning for the exceedingly vigorous 
speech delivered by him at Longford on 
Sunday last. Ordinarily Mr. Healy is a 
remarkably forcible orator, but on the 
occasion iu question he excelled himself, 
having gone so far as to refer to Mrs. 
Parnell as "an English prostitute." 
Bid on Bin Barrister'* Wig. 


The particulars of the assault are as 


follows: McDsrmott, who is a solicitor, 
Tuesday morning espied Healy, dressed 
in his barrier's wig and gown, walking 
through the Four Courts. 
Without a 


moment's 
delay McDermott 
drew a 


horsewhip from under his coat, and rush- 
ing upon the astounded commoner, vig- 
orously belabored him with repeated and 
vigorously delivered blows. Healy was 
taken completely by surprise, and stumb- 
ling, fell upon his back, his wig falling 
from his head at the same time. 


Vied Bin Fisll Also. 


While Healy was prostrate his enemy 


continued to remorselessly and unsparing- 
ly slash whatever part of his body pre- 
sented itself. This, however, did not last 
long, for Healy sprang to his feet and the 
two men clinched. There was a rapid de- 
livery of flst blows by McDermott and 
then a short wrestling match, which was 
concluded in McDermott's favor. The 
men were separated. 
McDermott ex- 


plained to the crowd that the thrashing 
was on account of Healy assailing I'ar- 
uell's female relatives. 


McDermott was arrested but discharged, 


Healy declining to prosecute.

EMBEZZLED THE FUNDS. 


A Ru»s I mi Marshal Made to Ulsgorg* 


Ill-Gotten Culns. 


ST. PETEHSBCIKJ. Nov. 3 —The marshal 


of the nobility in the province of Tam- 
bomng, intrusted with the fund for tbe 
relief of the starving peasants, reported 
that vessels containing 100,000 roubles 
worth of gram, bought with the money 
intrusted to him, had been wrecked. It 
was believed the grain was not injured, 
and that the marshal pocl eted the value 
of it. As nothing more was heard of the 
wrecked vessels, suspicion arose, and the 
marshal was accused of the fraud. He 
disgorged 139,000 roubles and was allowed 
to escape legal punishment. 


Tbe Waterloo LUt Closed. 


LONDON, Nov. 3.—The present year has 


proved fatal to all three ot the Waterloo 
officers who lived to celebrate theseventy- 
Ifth anniversary of the battle, in June.

FLORIDA'S EXHIBIT. 


Fort Marlon, Built In 1630, Will Be Ue- 


proutu-ed at Chicago. 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Nov. 3.—Florida's ex- 


position building will be a full-sized re- 
production of Fort Marion, which was 
built at St. Augustine in 1630, and is be- 
lieved to be the oldest building in the 
United States. It is of stone and covers a 
space of about 150 feet square. The walls 
are 20 feet high and 9 feet thick at the 
base. It is a rectangular structure, the 
interior court being about 75 feet square. 
Within the fort are some twenty-four 
rooms. The reproduced structure on the 
fair grounds will be frame, covered on 
the outside with the phosphate rock of 


' Florida, to give it the appearance of 


stone. The walks on the parapet and 
within the inner court will bo covered 
with the celebrated pebble phcsphate of 
Florida. 


Tropical Plants of Florid*. 


This use of the material will constitute 


the state's phosphate exhibit. The old fort 
is encompassed about with a deep moat. 
This rnoat will also be reproduced, and 
will constitute a sunken garden iu which 
will be shown all the tropical plants of 
Florida—the pineapple, banana, rice, su- 
gar cane, oranges, etc. It is contemplated

Altogether there Is 
quite a shaking np in old Boston. 


Nearly all the dispatches in relation to 


this uank failure lay a good deal ofblam 
on Mr. Lacey.comptroller of the currency at 
Washington. The special bank examine 
at Boston reported to Lteey last Jani 
that the Maverick, bank was chasing aroun 
on stilts and skates. Lacey did jost as i 
the case of the Keystone bank of Phlla 
delpbla, nothing. The affairs of the Miv 
erlck bank grew worse, as was to ba ex 
peetedwben the Washington authorities 
would not use their power. Since January 
it is alleged there have been embezzlements 
to the extent of 83,500,000." Three men 
have now been arrested for these embezzle- 
ments.

Washington authorities have finally discov 
eiedthat radical mismanagement of n. 
tlonal banks is a serious matter todepos 
tors and correspondents. 


And is it not about time for the preaiden 


to get rid of Lacey? This man will not a 
when he is informed that there is som 
thmg wrong.
